WASHINGTON, D. C., June 19.—A widely 
extended publication gave currency this 
morning to a story that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment is offended at recent treatment by 
Secretary Sherman, The story is that when 
the memorandum of Minister Toru Hoshi of 
Japan regarding the annexation treaty was 
handed Secretary Sherman, Minister Hoshi 
did not have positive information that the 
treaty was to be signed. He had read in 
the newspapers that it was being negotiated 
and would be perfected on the day follow- 
ing his visit. It is further said that when 
the memorandum was presented Secretary 
Sherman informed Mr. Hoshi that no an- 
nexation treaty had been prepared and that 
nothing concerning annexation was likely 
to come up for some time. Several days 
prior to the signing of the treaty the State 
Department had notified Great Britain and 
other governments that the treaty was 
about to be signed, but Japan was not in- 
cluded in the notice.

IOWA CITY, TIc., June 19.—The library 
building of the State University was struck 
by lightning at 4 a. m. to-day and destroyed 
by fire. It was a two-story brick structure, 
with the library on the second floor and the 
physical laboratory on the first floor. The 
loss is $100,000. Of this $50,000 was in books, 
$17,000 in apparatus belonging to the physi- 
cal laboratory and $33,000 on the building. 

The library was the best in the State. 
Many of the books are out of print and is 
not be replaced. The Talbott collection 0 
4500 volumes was about two-thirds de- 
stroyed. This collection was exceedingly 
valuable, many books dating from the be- 
ginning of the sixteenth century. The dam- 
age to the physical laboratory resulted large- 
ly from witer. The firemen with difficuity 
prevented the flames from spreading to the 
dental building close by. : 

Fireman Leek was caught in the 
building under a falling roof and burned to 
death. It is not thought any others were 
in the building. The State carries no in- 
surance on public buildings. The university 
authorities have for many years been urg- 
ing the Legislature to make an appropria- 
tion for a fireproof building. 

The libraries of the law, medical, dental 
and scientific departments were uninjured, 
being in other buildings. The working li- 
braries of political science, political econo- 
my, history, German, French, Greek, Latin, 
English and part of the chemistry depart- 
ments were destroyed.

PAYNE ESTATE LITIGATION. / 


Judge Adams Ends It With a Perpet- 
ual Injunction. 


Judge Adams, in the United States Court 
Saturday, rendered a verdict in favor of 
Shaw F. Neely, United States Marshal of 
Kansas, in h's suit against Elizabeth A. 
Adair, to prevent further legal proceedings 
aimed at the legality of his ownerehip of 
over 1,800 feet of property on Magnolia av- 
enue, near Tower Grove Park. 

The land involved is a portion of the 
famous Thomas J. Payne estate that has 
been so frequently in litigation in the State 
courts. 

Mrs. Adair is the daughter of Mary Jones, 
who lived with the deceased Payne trom 
1840 to 1846. On Nov. 10, 1846, an ante-nup- 
tial cOntract was drawn up, providing for 
two children born out of wedlock. Mrs, 
Adair was born before her mother came to 
Mr. Payne and claims her share under this 
contract. 

The iand has passed from the hands of 
the legal heirs, and the constant’ suits 
brought against the purchasers have so 
clouded the titles that the investments are 
not profitable. 

Judge Adams holds in his decree that 
the ante-nuptial contract is void, because 
at the time it was entered into Thomas J. 
Payne and Mary Jones were husband and 
wife, by virtue of a common law contract 
to that effect. 

The decree perpetually enjoins Mrs. 
Adair from commencing any action at law 
to assert any right, title or interest in the 
lands now in possession of Marshal Neely.

POSITIVELY IDENTIFIED BY ED- 
DIE BEINFOEHW. 


DEAD MAN’S SON TESTIFIES. 


The Police Handle the Prisoner With 
Care and Watch His 
Every Move. 


Eddie Beinfohr, the 11-year-old gon of 
Caspar H. Beinfohr, who was fatally shot 
in his saloon, corner of Nineteenth and 
Renton streets, Wednesday night at 10 
o'clock, positively identified William, alias 
“Skippy,” Rohan as the murderer of his 
father, and the Coroner’s jury, at the in- 
quest held Saturday morning, returned a 
verdict helding Rohan responsible for the 
murder. 

The lad told the story, as published in the 
Post-Dispatch, of the circumstances lead- 
ing to the shooting. He testified that about 
10 o’clock, as he and his father were closing 
the place, three men entered and called for 
becr. While he was drawing the beer h's 
father, after closing the front doors, came 
back and stood in the opening in the parti- 
tion between the saloon and grocery. 

Suddenly all of the men pulled out re- 
volvers und one of them fired at Beinfohr, 


Sr. Before the man cou’d fire the second 
shot Be'nfohr hurled an empty gun at 
him, striking him in the face. The man then 
fired another shot and the three turned and 
ran. 

The boy testified that he ran after the 
men, but they escaped from him. vat 

Rohan .was made to stand up and Eddie 
Beinfohr was asked if he could ‘dentify him. 
The little fellow looked at the prisoner and 
indignation and sorrow mingled in the frank, 
boyish eyes as he said: 

“He is the man who shot my father.” 

“Do you know that he wili be hanged 
'f he killed your father, and, knowing this, 
do you eay he is the man.” 

The answer came firm and strong. There 
was no hesitancy or reluctance in the 
word. It was a straightforward, confident, 
positive ‘‘Yes.”’ 

Policeman Mike Kelleher of the Fifth Dis- 
trict, who aes‘sted ‘n the arrest of Rohan, 
testified that he had a record for robbing 
saloonkeepers at the point of a gun, and 
had done time for it. Kelleher also testified 
to the hard fight the officers had to arrest 
Rohan. . 

Policeman Drewes of the Fifth District 
reached Beinfohr before he died, and the 
dy'ng groceryman said to him: 

‘I've been shot twice. I’m done for.. For 
God’s sake, take care of my family.’’ 

George Hayden, horse-trainer, who had 
been out with Beinfohr’s horse, testified 
that he saw three men come up the alley 
di the store. The men were in their shirt- 
sleeves and Hayden heard one of them say: 

“Oh, I don’t know; he’s not so very 
strong.” 

After the shooting he saw the men run- 
ning, but poetry, Nat they were pursued and 
went in to see Beinfohr. He could not iden- 
tify Rohan as one of the men. 

John Hening, who lived across the street 
from Beinfohr’s store saw the men running 
from the store but could not identify the 
prisoner as one of them. 

Dr. E, Evers, 1861 North Market street, 
testified as to the nature of Beinfohr’s 
wounds, and stated that death was caused 
sk a gunshot wound, penetrating the left 
ung. 

William Vie, who was the first man to 
get to Beinfohr after the shooting, testified 
to seeing three men loltering around the 
saloon entrance just previous to the trag- 


y. 
He was asked to identify Rohan and the 
prisoner stood up. Vie looked at him for 
several momenta. Then he turned him 
around and viewed him from the rear. In 
answer to Deputy. Coroner Lloyd’s inquiry 
&s to whether or not he could identify the 
man, he replied: 
“His eyes and mine have mt before.”’ 
“Do you identify him as one of the men 
you saw just preceding the shooting?’ 

‘‘No I cannot positively ‘dentify him, but 
— I saw him with the men on the cor-

The verdict of the jury was that Rohan 
fired the shot, and three unknown men were 
accomelices. 


When Coroner Wait sent word to Chief 
Desmond to send “Skippy” Rohan to the 
inquest an incident occurred that shows the 
respect the police entertain for the notor- 
ious little thief. 
Chief Desmond turned to Capt. O’ Malley 
and said: 
“Send Skippy over to the Coroner’s office 
by a policeman, Captain.”’ 
_“I Rave only two policemen in the sta- 
tion at present,’”’ was the reply, “and I 
would not like to trust him with that few. 
Can t pou Spare a detective or two?’’ 
‘Well, what do you think of that? Here, 
Gaffney,” said the chicf, turning to that de- 
tective, you y down to the holdover and 
take ‘Skippy’ Rohan to the Coroner’s. Take 
no one with you. The idea of two police- 
mee. not being sufficient to handle one pris- 
Gaffney obeyed the Chief’s order, but he 
was careful to handcuff ‘Skippy’ before he 
was taken from the holdover. He was 
kept shackled all during the hearing. 
.fvarly in the morning Chief Desmond had 
Skippy’’ in hig sweat-box for an hour. 
When he finished “Skippy” arose to go. He 
was in custody of Detective Ziegler. While 
in the Chief's presence the cuffs had been 
removed. 
“Here, ‘Skippy,’ I take no chances with 
you,” said Ziegler. “Hold out your hands.” 
The cuffs were slipped over his wrists, and 
he looked the hate he felt for the detectives 
as he was led back to prison. 
After the inquest the prisoner made a 
short statement denying that he did the 
shooting and contradicting Officer Delle- 
her's statement that he (Rohan) had been 
previously convicted of robbery.

“MUST BE LEGISLATED OUT OF 
THE UNITED STATES.”’ 


AN ORGANIZED MOVEMENT. 
States of the Upper Mississippi Com- 
bining and Say They Can Con- 
trol a Million Votes. 


FORT ATKINSON, Wis., June 19.—‘‘But- 
terine must be legislated out of the United 
States” is the dictum of the National Dairy 
Union. The successful fight for the new 
anti-butterine law in Illinois has inspired 
the dairymen of the West to crush the but- 
ter substitute industry. They are going into 
politics to do it. Right now the creamery 
proprietors, the butter dealers and the dairy 
farmers of the big butter producing States, 
Wisconsin, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Michigan and the Dakotas 
are being drawn into a compact fighting 
organization of not less than 500,000 and may 
be more than 1,000,000 voters and vote con- 
trollers. They are being pledged in writ- 
ing to work unceasingly for legislation that 
will prevent the coloring of butter substi- 
tutes and to “fight the men in high places 
who are unfriendly to the interests of the 
dairymen,”’ 

If necessary a fighting capital of $1,000,000 
can be raised, it is believed, before the 
Legislatures of these dairy States meet 
again. This fund will be used to drive the 
butterine manufacturers from their strong- 
holds and if the industry find loopholes in 
State legislation the organization will move 
on Washington. 

W. D. Hoard of this city, former Gov- 
ernor of Wieconsin, and President of the 
National Dairy Union, is giving the move- 
ment all the benefit of his orgpnizing abil- 
ity. Charles Y. Knight of icago, Sec- 
retary of the National Dairy Union, and 
manager of the ant!i-butterine fight in the 
Illinois Legislature, is secretary and treas- 
urer of the new movement. 

The National Dairy Union has nearly 
4,000 creameries in the North Mississippi 
Valley and around these the union ‘s build- 
ing up its fighting organization. Each 
creamery has on an average one hundred 
vatrons, or 406,000 in all. The price paid 

y the creamer‘es to these farmers for 
their milk is regulated by the price of but- 
ter. As extinction of competition with but- 
terine raises the prices-of milk, it ‘s ex- 
pected that the 400,000 farmers will rally 
against the butter substitute. The farm- 
ers who work up their milk into butter in 
their own dairies outnumber those who se!l 
to creameries. ‘they are expected to take 
an interest in this movement. The same 
view is held of the farmers who ship milk 
to the cities, the price of their product being 
influenced always by the price it will bring 
at the creameries. Then there are the city 
operators and their employes and the men 
who handle butter in the big cities, the com- 
mission men. All these are interested one 
Way or another. 

This indicates why the active spirits of the 
National Dairy Union are figuring on a po- 
litical army of 1,000,000 men or mote. fhe 
creameries are doing the enlisting. Every 
such institution (che: pony the butter pro- 
ducing States of the West is being suppiied 
with enrollment bianks, to be signed by 
their farmer patrons. These pledge them- 
selves, as indicated, to work for anti-but- 
terine legislation, and to fight ‘‘the men in 
high places who are unfriendly to the da ry-. 
men.” The signers also authorize the cream. 
ery-mranagers to deduct 25 cents a month 
from their bills, as a contribution to the 
campaign fund. This fund will, in a short

STORM SWEPT. 


Lives Lost and Property Destroyed in 
Illinois and Other 
States. 


LINCOLN, II, June 19.—Several persons 
were killed and injured and much damage 
was done by a severe storm, which struck 


Lincoln Friday afternoon. 

The grounds of the State institution for 
feeble-minded children and the farm Ccon- 
nected therewith received the full force of 
the storm. At the institution the roofs of 
the north wing and the power-house were | 
partially blown off, and a dozen huge wal- 
nut and elm trees were thrown around like 
straws in an angry flood. The loss to the 
State is heavy, but there was no loss of 


life. 

At the farm, two miles south of the in- 

stitution, a large cow barn, constructed in 
1894, at a cost of $3,000, collapsed 
like an egg shell in the hand 
of a strong man, catching twenty-six boys 
and two men, killing four and severely in- 
uring three. 
; The dead are: Sylvester Baker, age 15; 
James O’Brien, 12; Neal McKenzie, 13; Cas- 
t'e Le Baron. 16, all of Chicago, and pupils 
of the Institution. 

The injured are: Jocab Wilmett, farm su- 
erintendent, hurt about the head and be- 
ieved to be fatally injured; Lemue! Gleason, 
class attendant, back and lower limbs in- 
ured; Henry Berger, Willie Withem and 

illie Fisher, pupils, severely, though not 
dangerously hurt. 

Lemuel Gleason, attendant, who was w'th 
the boys when the crash came, saved sev- 
eral by his bravery and coolness. Oblivious 
of his own safety, he rescued several, and 
was found on top of a boy, pinioned down 
by timbers, saving the boy, and receiving 
severe injuries himself. 

The storm came from the northwest at a 
time when the mercury marked % de- 
grees. A great bank of clouds came rolling 
and tossing like a huge sea billow, ris.ng 
and falling as it swept along, obscuring vis- 
ion by a cloud of dust, and followed quickly 
by one of the hardest downfalls of rain 
of twenty minutes’ duration ever seen in 
this county. The storm appeared to be in 
two sections, dividing a few miles west of 
the institution, in which are nearly 700 in- 
matgs, including officers and attendants. 
The” division of the storm’s pm alone 
saved the institution from complete de- 
struction and a dreadful loss of life and 
property. 


INDIANA SUFFERS. 


Houses Unroofed and Crops Injured 
Throughout the State. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 19.—Severe 
and disastrous electrical storms raged in 
Indiana, Houses and barns were demolished 


throughout the State and crops and for- 
ests suffered. 

At New Albany twenty houses were un- 
roofed and the streets were strewn with 
debris and trecs. 

Near Greencastle immense trees were 
twisted from their roots and many fine 
farms were destroyed. A church was total- 
ly destroyed near Elkhart and much dam- 
age to crops and ey is reported from 
Jeffersonville, Columbus, Wabash, English 
and scores of other places. 

The west wing of the Paragon Paper Mill 
at Eaton was blown in during the storm. 
Four persons are reported buried in the de- 
bris. The loss to property is $25,000. 

In Muncie the storm damage will amount 
to several thousand dollars.

~ CONSPIRACY 


BULLDOZING METHODS ARE 


PROVED CONCLUSIVELY. 


MR. HAUPTMANN’S EVIDENCE. 


| 
St. Louis Man Not Allowed to Purchase 
+ Trust Goods If He Bonght 
Elsewhere. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 19.—The Tobacco Trust 
trial is of striking interest, more on account 
of legal squabbles than sensational evi- 
dence. It has been proved that the trust 
does suppress trade—for which crime the 
directors thereof are being tried—but much 
evidence has been brought in to show that 
like tactics have long been recognized in 
business. 

Peter Hauptmann was a witness, He is in 
the wholesale tobacco business at No. 412 
North Third street, St. Louis. He testified 
that he had had dealings with all the cigar- 
ette firms before the formation of the trust. 
In 1890 he had handled about 15,000,000 cigar- 
ettes. In 1892 he sold about 16,000,000. From 
Jan, 1, 1893, until Oct. 1, 1893, his sales were 
16,000,000, and then the trouble came. It had 
been his habit to pay for cigarettes in ten 


days, getting 50 per cent discount. He signed 
a consignm:nt agreement on March 1 
but the.terms and arrangements aid not 
change. His dealings were with wm. 
Kirshoff, St. Louls agent for the American 
Tobacco Co. Mr. Hauptmann was very sure 
that he had never been agent for the com- 
any. 
ei made a purchase of 100,000 cigarettes 
from the National Tobacco Co. in the au- 
tumn of 1893. He had, these boxes on the 
shelves of his place business for about 
two days, when Mr. Kirshoff called to notif 
him that he had .violated his agreement wit 
the trust and that he could no longer obtain , 
trust cigarettes. 

He went to the St. Louis headquarters of 
the American Tobacco Co. and had a con- 
versation with Mr. Brown. The latter toid 
him that he must quit selling a certain 
brand of cigarettes or the trust would quit 
selling him goods of its manufacture. 
Brown told him that the American Tobacco 
Co. sold 97 or 98 per cent of all the cigarettes 
manufactured in the country,and did not see 
why he would not sell trust goods exclusive- 
ly. He was told by Mr. Brown that if he 
stuck by the trust he would sell 22,000,000 
cigarettes yearly. 

itness was asked by District Attorney 
Olcott if he gave in to Mr. Brown. He re- 
plied that he did not. A letter sent to the 
witness by the American Tobacco C 
offered in evidence and read. It was to the 
effect that the company felt constrained to 
discontinue sending him further goods ex- 
cept at net prices without discount. Not 
until June, 1896, was the witness able to 
ens g00ds of the American Tobacco 

0."s manufacture. Spot cash had always 
been paid by him for the trust goods. The 
trust not only refused to sell him tobacco, 
but he also was not allowed to buy goods 
from other firms fn St. Louls that handled 
the trust cigarettes, 

Hauptmann was permitted to tell how he 
had been deprived of trust cigarettes, or 
compelled to get his suppligs in a round- 
about way until he renewed his pledge of 
loyalty. He will tesume his story at the 
next session of the court on Monday. 

Theodore Allen also testified, but after 
many stormy passages between the attor- 
neys. He was practically the promoter of 
the trust. When he heard of the enormous 
advertising expenses of the leading cigar- 
ette manufacturing firms he suggested 
amalgamation. His proposition was favor- 
ably received, and the outcome was the 
union of Allen & Ginter, Goodwin & Co., W. 
Duke Sons, W. 8. Kimball and Kinney 
Bros., who made about 9 per cent of the 
cigarettes used In the United States in 1890. 
Mr. Allen subsequently brought suit for 
commissions, obtained a considerable sum 
of money as a compromise, and then opened 
an independent cigarette factory. 

Joseph H. Choate, former Surrogate 
Daniel G. Rollins and W. W. Fuller, counsel} 
for the Trust, made objections by turn to 
the questions, giving their reasons at in- 
finite length and with labyrinthine ramifica- 
tions, and when they were overruled by 
Judge Fitzgerald taking exceptions. The en- 
tire record has been peppered with excep- 
tions that may or may not prove valuable 
on appeal in the event that the jury brings 
in a verdict of guilty. 

Mr. Allen said Mr. Duke’s firm had spent 
$508,000 in 1888 for advertising brands of ci- 
garrettes. Allen & Ginter spent $250,000 for 
advertising that year. 

Mr. Allen said the five leading manufact- 
urers had consolidated for the purpose of 
economy. He receifved a letter on Sept. 6, 
1889, from Allen & Ginter, who said they did 
not wish to join a trust, in the literal mean. 
ing\of the term, but that if the other manu- 
facturers were considering a combination 
they might be inclined to enter. After the 
firms united the price of cigarettes was 
reduced 30 cents a thousand, and tt has since 
remained lower than it was in 1889. The 
price is now 15 per cent lower than it was 
when the manufacturers were doing busi- 
ness independently.

Kinley is a genuine bimetallist; that he is 
in earnest in his desire to promote bi- 
metallism, and that he -hopes to see the 
problem: solved .during his administra- 
tion. 

All this will evoke a prolpnged howl 
from Wall Street and the organs of the 
international gold syndicate. McKinley 
will be accused of repudiating the pledges 
of the St. Louis platform and of deceiv- 
ing the most productive of the fat-fryers 
in the last campaign. But Hanna and 
McKinley have reached the conclusion 
that even this is better than a crushing 
defeat in Ohio, which is now seen to be 
inevitable unless something: is done to

Mr. McKinley’s Hawaiian message is 
weak. Because we have for years main- 
tained a practical protectorate over Ha- 
wali, says the President,.its absorption 
is a uatural consummation. If that be 
true, then we must annex Venezuela, 
for our interposition in defense of that 
country against British aggressiom was 
and is to all intents and purposes a pro- 
tectorate, as much of a protectorate as 
we have ever held toward Hawail. 

They are shallow reasoners who hold 
that our obligations to weaker American 
powers under the. Monroe doctrine ex- 
tend to the islands of the sea, remote 
from our coasts, in which American fill- 
busters have established themselves. But 
they are shallower still who maintain 
that the protection of a people against 
foreign aggression involves their annex- 
ation. 

People who consider the matter will be 
apt to conclude that theprotectorate now 
existing, and which Mr. McKinley says 
has saved Hawaii from European or 
Asiatic domination, may well be depended 
upon for the future, and can be main- 
tained at much less expense and danger 
than would attend the debts, jobs, sub- 
sidies and grants growing out of annex- 
ation of the islands, 

Behind the Hawalian grabbers stand 
the Nicaragua canal grabbers, ready to 
urge their $100,000,000 canal subvertion as 
vitally necessary to quick communication 
between the home government and the 
colony, and indispensable for the rapid 
concentration of military and naval 
forces in defense of the islands when 
threatened. In this way we may be 
forced into another subvention steal of 
the Pacific Railroad kind, into which, 
with the wounds of our experience with 
Huntington still fresh upon us, we could 
not be forced in any other way, 
Annexing Hawali would be the first 
step in a career of robbery and jobbery, 
aad a disastrous abandonment of our tre- 
ditional principles and policies,

Of course, there is still 
liquor sold illegally, for there never was a 
prohibitory law that was not evaded in 
some degree. But violations of the statute 
are not frequent, as men take the risk of 
fine and imprisonment. Several white men 
are now in the chain gang for running 
‘blind tigers.’ 

“According to Miss Kate Field, no State 
ever evaded the prohibitory law so neatly 
as Kansas.

THE RIGHT SIDE. 


SUMMER MEET OPENS MONDAY. 


Stable Room Will Be Made for a High- 
er Class of Horses and the 
Sport Will Improve. 


With the running of the last race on the 
card at the Fair Grounds Saturday after- 
noon-ends the spring meeting of the St. 
Louis Jockey Club. Monday the regular 
summer meeting begins. 

For thirty racing days, six evente have 
been run off daily, and there has been 
plenty of sport for the lovers of racing. 
Nearly 800 horses were stabled at the track 
at the beginning of the meeting, and at the 
end of it that number has not been de- 
creased. The result was that, as a rule, 
the fields were as large as any that ever 
faced the starter on amy Western track. 
What the horses lacked in quality they 
certainly made up in quantity, and there 
was scarcely one of the thirty days’ racing 
that close and exciting contests and nose 
finishes were not seen. 

There are ¢omé high-class horses at the 
track, but they are generally seen only in 
the stakes and do not become as familiar 
to race-goers as do the others who start 


regularly two or three times a week. 

The association, during.the spring meet- 
ing, has run about eight stakes, nearly 
all of them valuable, and !n these stakes 
have been seen some of the best horses 
in the West, headed by the great Typhoon 
Il. While fast races“ have been run only 
one track -record has been broken, and 
that by the light-weighted Dare II., when 
he went a mile and a gixteenth in 1:46%, 
the track being fast and two others favor- 
ite over the record breaker. 

During the thirty days of the meeting 168 
races have been run, eight of them being 
stakes. The stakes, at a low estimate, cost 
the association $10,000 in added money, and 
the 160 purse races, of $300 each, cost the 
club $48,000. The other expenses of the 
meeting, salaries, wages, advertising, etc., 
amount to about $300 3 day or $9,000 for 
the meeting. The total expense of running 
a thirty days’ meeting, omitting what the 
rent of the grounds would be, is about $67,- 
000 or an average of about $2,260 per day. 

As an offset to this the club, from nine 
bookmakers, the usual] number on, derives 
an income of $900 per day, or $27,000 for the 
thirty days meeting. The bar, programme 
and other privileges are worth about $2,000 
to the association. With $29,000 coming in 
this way and $67,000 going out there is a 
deficit of $38,000 to be made up by the at- 
tendance. This means the paid aitendance 
must pobecdg at 50 cents admission, some- 
thing over 2,000 people every day during the 
meeting. The attendance has never gone 
that low and generally the average attend- 
ance has been 4,000 people, and not more than 
500 of em trainers, owners, boOkmakers 
and race track attaches, wore free badges 
A paid attendance of 3,000 people, $1,500, Is 4 
congervative estimate of the aily paid ad- 
minissions.

A receivership that involves no work, 
gives the possessor absolute control of 
property worth a couple of millions, and Is 
compensated at the rate of $12,000 a year, 
is a good thing to have. It is evena better 
thing, when there is every prospect of its 
going on indefinitely, 

The unfortunate bond and stockholders 
ef the United Elevator Co. of St. Louis, 
who immediately after the tornado last 
year had their property thrust into tne 
hands of a receiver, much against the will 
of a large number of them, have learned 
what the luxury of a receivership costs. 
Judge E. B. Adams of the United States 
Circuit Court has made a ruling by which 
Receiver David R. Francis is to be allowed 
$8,000 for ‘the St. Louis end of the receiver- 
ship, for the thirteen months of his in- 
cumbency, and the United States Court of 
Illinois will enter up a ruling already 
agreed upon for $6,000 for the Illin end, 
which makes $1,000 a month for the thir- 
een months of the receivership. 
gp Adams also ordered that Campbell 
& Ryan be paid $4,500 for legal services; E, 
8. Robert, another attorney, $2,500, and the 
venerable Col. Broadheat $500. The sb

ton.’ 


“You may say,” said Mr. Kehlor with 
much indignation, “that I regard it as an 
outrage that our distressed company should 
be forced to pay any such extortionate 
fees. What is it for? I would like to 
know. I don’t imagine that Gov. Francis 
has given the affairs of the apt obec 4 a 
day's full time since Judge Adams appoint- 
ed him. How could he? Why, he was in 
Washington most of the time. His broth- 
er-in-law, Mr. Kennett, was employed to 
run the receivership, and we, it seems, 
have to pay him a big salary, too. 

“IT am disgusted. here never was any 
need of a receivership, and the best proof 
is that nothing has been accomplished 
under it. We have never been able to find 
out from either Mr. Francis or anybody 
else what the receiver is doing or not do- 
ing. We only know that expenses are go- 
ing on at an extravagant rate, and that if 
not checked pretty soon we will have to go 
into court and demand an accounting, a 
foreclosure and a termination of the ex- 
pensive luxury.”’ 


The United Elevator Co. was dragged 
into court May ® last year,\three days 
after the tornado, in which the elevators 
were alleged to have been damaged $300,000, 
by the action of the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Ratlroad Co., which held $97,- 
000-of the bonds, and R. P. Tansey, who held

WILL REOPEN AT THE CAPITAL. 


Superintendent Orear Betakes Himself 
and His Official Belongings to 
the County of Cole. 


The office furniture and fixtures of the 
State Superintendent of Insurance were re- 


urday morning and loaded on to freight 


Supt. Orear says the executive force of his 
department will be ready for business at the 
State capital Monday morning. 

Just which rooms will be dedicated to Mr. 
Orear’s use is not known, even to that of- 
ficer, whose frequent communications to 
the Commissioners of the Permanent Seat 
of Government have elicited nothing further 
than that the officials have not agreed. It 
is probable, therefore, the legislative com- 


mittee rooms will be temporarily occupied 
by the superintendent’s force. 

he removal of the Insurance Department 
will work considerable hardship to the in- 
surance inierests of St. Louis, as business 
between the Superintendent and the com- 
panies is large and usually requires imme- 
diate attention. It was the design of those 
who pressed the removal] bill through the 
Legislature 'to have an agent of the Insur- 
ance Department permanently located in 
this city, in order that the local business de- 
manding haste—such as the transferrence of 
se°uri:'es— might be promptly a:tended to. 

To effect this purpose, an item appeared 
in the bill appropriating from the receipts 
of the department the sum of $1200 a year 
for the employment of an extra clerk who 
should be Jocated in St. Louls. But Repre- 
sentative Whtecotton of Menroe County 
made a masterful plea for economy and the 
extra clerk was lopped off. 

The Insurance Denvartment !s a big source 
of revenue to the State. All the expens?s in- 
cident to its support are met from its re- 
ceipts, and the residue is turned into the 
State Treasury, making a valuable source 


It was declared by the legislators, who 
insisted upon the removal of the insurance 
offices to Jefferson City that it was for the 
a of concentrating all the distinctive- 
y State offices at the capital.

IS IMPLAGABLE. 


WILL DISSOLVE THE PARISH IF 
DR. TUOHY WINS. 


TOLD A COMMITTEE AS MUCH. 


The Priest Says He Can and Will Do 
No More to Mollify tho 
Metropolitan. 


“If I lose my case against Fr. Tuohy in 
two years there will be no St. Patrick's 
Parish.”’ 

With this significant remark Archbishop 
Kain dismissed a committee of St. Patrick's 
parishioners, who called Friday evening to 
learn the nature of the charges against 
their pastor and to protest against his re- 
moval. 

The closing observation of the Archbish- 
op, according to a member of the com- 
mittee, was merely putting into words 
what he had intimated throughout the 
hour’s interview. 

The members of the committee say they 
can now make a clear statement of the 
Metropolitan’s position to the parishion- 


ers. If the impending ecclesiastical trial 
resulte In a verdict ‘nst the priest, he 
will be removed; if he wins, the Archbish- 
op will dissolve the parish, thus forcing him 
outs 

Members of the committee do not hesitate 
to complain of their reception at the 
archiepiscopal residence. One geen 
said the Archbishop was decidedly nettled 
at their call and took no pa‘ns to conceal 
his annoyance. After hearing a portion of 
their statement he is reported to have 
broken in with a tart expression of re- 
sentment of what he termed unwarranted 
interference in his affairs. 

“If you-were saloonkeepers,”” one man 
quotes him, “and cobblers should advise 
you as to the handling .of liquors, how 
would you regard the intrusion?’ 

The visitors assured his grace that they 
had the highest regard for his ability to 
manage the diocese, but thought it was 
due Fr. Tuohy’s parishioners that an au- 
thentic statement of the grievances against 
the vriest. be made. 

“I have no personal feeling against Fr. 
Tuohy,” replied the Archbishop, ‘but I 
place no dependence upon his word. Bad 
management of Anances is the origin of the 
difficulty. I will make kg two proposi- 
tions—(1) that if Fr. Tuohy will submit to 
removal and obviate a trial, I will make 
Fr. Tuohy an assistant pastor at St. Pat- 
rick’s, and thus let the ~—— enjoy his 
services an@ ministrations; (2) that if the 
trial results in a verdiet of removal of Fr. 
Tuohy, I will suspend the execution of the 
judgment three or four months if the 
parishioners will give a bond for the pay- 
ment of Fr. Tuohy’s debt. 

The parishioners seem willing to guar- 
antee the payment of all obligations in- 
curred while Fr. Tuohy has been pastor at 
St. Patrick’s, but refuse to see the justice 
of saddling upon them what debt may exist 
in St. Paul the Apostle’s parish. 

This sentiment was expressed to the Arch- 
bishop, and was backed up by some very 
complimentary remarks regarding’ Fr. 
Tuohy. The Archbishop is said to have 
grown much perturbed at this, and bowed 
the committee out with the opening para- 
graph of this article. 

Fr. bar # refuses to further discuss the 
case, and is awaiting a statement of the 
charges. 

“T have humiliated myself as much as 
any man can in this world,”’ he said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, “and the Arch- 
bishop has been pleased to spurn me, My 
conciliatory letters offering to do anything 
be might suggest to reach an amicable set- 
tlement have been ignored, and I cannot 
demean myself further. I have almost 
groveled at his feet, and it did no good; 
the Ecclesiastical Court will now judge 
between us.”’ 

Members of the court are investigating 
the case at the residence of Mgr. Muehl- 
siepen, the Vicar-General of the diocese. 
The examination is conducted much on the 
same mae as the more familiar Grand- 
jury. The body can only determine whether 
sufficient grounds exist for a regular eccle- 
s‘astical trial. Rev. John H. May of the
